Union-Company 
Pacts 
Not Forbidden By Labor Law 


From nom’ en the penalties of the Taft-H artley 
A rt apply. 
Labor leaders have talked heretofore 
of ignoring the act or going around it, and have had 
•erne success to this end in their bargains with m an­ 
agem ent. but as Samuel B Pettengill points out in his 
#o2umn on this page today, pacts in which m anage­ 
m ent agrees not to sue labor unions for damages by 
reason of wildcat strikes are not forbidden by the new 
law because neither crime nor negligence is involved 
ie such agreements. 
It might be pointed out that in the contract be­ 
tween the United Auto Workers Union-CIO and In­ 
ternational Harvester, the union agres, in case of a 
artrike. or intentional slow-down, to notify the men 
Involved to promptly return to their Jobs and to cease 
any action mhich may affect production 
In the 
•vent they refuse, they may be discharged. 
So it 
would appear that the country* will be the beneficiary 
of such contracts. 
But the hard fact remains that certain acts by 
muon leaders are violations of the law and penalties 
are automatic. 
One of them is that, until the 
anions comply with the law* and file statem ents from 
their officers swearing that they are not Communists, 
they cannot avail them selves of the good offices of 
the National Labor Relations Board. 
The law ’s pro- 
▼.Aions reach backward as well as forward, including 
acme 3 000 cases now before NLRB, some of them 
union petitions for plant elections; all these cases 
WH! be dismissed unless within 20 days the union 
register and file non-Communist affidavits. 
W hile the Wagner Act is properly credited with 
giving the unions advantages which the country and 
Congress have decided were extreme, that law has 
operated solely through the National Labor Relations 
Bharti 
The board's acts, rulings—and bias—have 
given the unions their favored position. 
In 
an 
amended form, the board Is continued as the Instru­ 
m ent of the Taft-H artlev Act. with power to Judge 
and prescribe. 
The unions cannot get along without 
ft 
Unless and until the courts rule out the act. they 
m ust comply with the terms which it prescribes in 
order to bring their cause and cases before It.

Strike of Seamen Against 
U. S. Lines Flagship ", 


W hen he heard th a t the New York sailing of the 
United States Lines flagship “America” had been 
postponed for three weeks on account of a wildcat 
strike, a globe-trotting friend of ours remarked. “I’m 
sorry for the passengers, but they asked for it. 
Any­ 
body is crarv to book passage on an American ship ’* 
T hat judgem ent, we know, is too extreme, but 
unhappily th e re s more th a n a grain of tru th in it. 
Rome of the American passenger ships now plying the 
Beas are models of good service. 
But a num ber of 
them , including the “America.” have little knots of 
agitators in the crews whose steady Job it Is to stir 
up trouble and strikes. 
Incidentally, they are surly 
to passengers, treating like members of the “idle rich” 
m any people who make less money then they do and 
m ay have saved up for the voyage for years. Officers 
who try to m aintain discipline run the risk of being 
kept ashore for m onths to answer union complaints. 
The strike on New- York Pier 61 last week was a 
fenceless business. 
The International Longshore­ 
m e n ’? Association had just signed a new contract with 
th e New’ York Shipping Association. 
The members 
of one local. No. 791. did not like the contract and 
staged a wildcat strike 
Seamen of the National 
M aritim e Union then refused to cross the picket line. 
N either union had any grievance against the U, S. 
Lines. 
For three days and nights, 900 passengers 
milled about until they were finally told that America’s 
pride of the Atlantic would be held up for weeks. 
M any members of the crew- told reporters they were 
a? much disgusted as the passengers. 
Meantime, of course, foreign ships continue to 
operate as regularly as clock-work. 
For the m oment, 
American shipping can survive this kind of anarchy 
because the dem and for space so greatly exceeds the 
supply. 
But the time will come again when supply 
catches up. and gravely inconvenienced passengers 
will remember. 
These wildcat strikes are one way 
to kill an industry. 


New York Governors And 
Their Presidential Fates 


Nine Governors of New York have been nom ina’ed 
for President in fourteen conventions. 
Six of the 
nominees were Democrats, three of them Republicans. 
Four of th e nine were elected, six defeated (counting 
Grover Cleveland who had one defeat). 
The Demo­ 
cratic Presidents were M artin Van Buren, Grover 
Cleveland and Franklin D Roosevelt. 
Horatio Sey­ 
mour Samuel J Tilden and Al Smith, all Democratic 
Governors, were defeated for the Presidency. Seymour 
in 1868. Tilden in 1876. Sm ith in 1928 
The three 
Republican Governors who made the race were Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, Charles Evans Hughes and Thom as 
E Dewey, Roosevelt winning in 1904. Hughes lasing 
Ic 1916. and Dewey in 1944. 
New York Governors have had frequent prefer­ 
ences for presidential nom inations because they had 
already carried their state, and because it cast more 
electoral votes th an any other. 
It is likely, however, 
th a t this advantage will be diminished in the future, 
because of the newly achieved power of the leftist 
“splinter parties” in the metropolis. 
The rest of the country will think twice before 
choosing candidates who have been forced or beguiled 
trio political relations with them 
This feeling may 
no; be m anifest toward New York s Republican gover­ 
nors, but is likely to be an obstacle in the case of the 
Democrats.

OBSTRUCTION FROM 
ENLARGED PROSTATE 
T 


HE pros Ute eland rarely be­ 
tonies a troublemaker until 
later in life. At this time it 
begins to increase in size rn 
at least 60 per cen t of the menfolk. 
F ortunately not everyone is aware 
of the change and only eight per 
cent develop symptoms. The organ, 
w hich is part of the ^productive 
system , is located at the back of 
tile bladder and surrounded by the 
tiny tube I urethal J which leads from 
th is structure to the outside It is 
about tile size of a horse chestnut 
but, as it becomes larger and larger, 
it blocks the opening of the urethal 
canal, causing difficulty in urina­ 
tion. 
Subeequcntly the victim is requir­ 
ed to go to tile bathroom more of­ 
ten—day and night—but with each 
trip less urine is passed. But this 
nuisance is only part of the story. 
Wince the bladder does not empty 
itself completely, the stagnant fluid 
undergoes decomposition, thus in­ 
viting 
infection. Furthermore 
as 
obstruction 
increases, 
the 
Inuit 
pressure is relayed to the kidneys 
producing mechanical damage to 
tile renal organs, lf tile tension la 
not relieved and poisons accumu­ 
late because of faulty elimination, 
the blood pressure may be affected. 
Ultimately uremia may ensue. 


No one knows what makes th# 
prostate enlarge but it is believed 
that a sex hormone is responsible. 
Hence the abnormality is likely to 
occur at that period of life when 
reproductive activity declines 
On 
the basis of this theory, injections 
of estrogenic substances were rec­ 
ommended and they have proved 
successful in a few cases. But iii the 
majority, this treatment has been 
disappointing as the hormones af­ 
fect only certain cells in the p; as­ 
tate but do not cause a shrinkage 
of the fibrous and muscular tissue. 
Since this material forms the frame­ 
work of the gland it is readily 
understood why no reduction rn the 
size of tile structure follows. Conse­ 
quently, operation is usually neces­ 
sary. 
There are three surgical proce­ 
dures. each with its advantages and 
disadvantages. Much depends upon 
the skill and ability of the physician 
as he may be able to do an excellent 
job w ith one type of surgery but is 
not too successful with the others. 
H ence it is best to leave the choice 
to him. Moreover, the degree of 
overgrowth varies ant* some times 
one part swells more th a n another. 
Faich case thus becomes an m div.d- 
ual problem. 


T he 
“punch” 
operation 
Is

new est of the three plans. T his is 
done with an ingenious gadget, th e 
reseetoscope, and does not require 
incision th ru the skin. There is a 
cautery at one end of the in stru ­ 
m en t for cutting the tissues, st the 
other a magnifying lens thru which 
tile operator can see. After the a d ­ 
m inistration of an anesthetic the 
device is passed thru the urethra to 
the 
prostatic 
region. 
By 
skillful 
m aneuvering the involved tissue is 
removed. Since the cutting is done 
w ith electricity, 
bleeding can 
be 
controlled. 
Today a m an who suffers from 
enlargem ent of the prostate is able 
to 
face 
surgical 
treatm en t 
w ith 
great assurance th a t he will survive 
tin* operations. Few com plications 
are likely to arise.
